America was built on a policy 


of high tarrifs and restricted im- 
ports; but there's grave question 
now whether the policy that built 
up our industrial machine 
can 
keep it going and all of its millions 
£l workers employed. Here's 
a 
paragraph from yesterday's AP 
dispatch: 


"Acheson 
told 
the 
National 
Foreign Trade Council that he sees 
nothing 'favorable1 in 
a 
trade 
balance by which the United States 
last year sold 13 billion 
dollars 
worth of goods to fhc rest of the 
world and bought only 7 billions, 
in return." 


No one wants additional com- 
petition for his own business — 
but.neither can any nation expect 
to make itself wholly self-sufficient 
,i3nd still do business abroad. 
'* Last year America sold 13 bil- 
lions of goods abroad. The richest 
nation on earth can expect 
to 


buy at least as much as she sells 
— or pretty soon we won't be sell- 
ing anything like 13 billions 
a 
year outside our own country. 


What we've got to decide right 


now is whether to risk 
losing 
the major part of 13 billions in 
sales, with its accompanying de- 
pression and unemployment;

tProbers Hope 
to Find Cause 
of Tragedy 


Washington, Nov. 4 — (UP) — 
Investigators hoped today that a 
water-soaked P-38 fighter plane 
would throw some light on 
the 


cause of civil aviation's worst dis- 
aster. 


;-j The plane was to be raised this 
•-morning from the Potomac 
river 
where it plunged along with 
an 
Eastern Air Lines transport after 
a collision Tuesday. The mishap, 
a halfrmile south of Washington 
National Airport, took 55 lives. 
. Eric Rios Bridoux, 30-year-old 
Bolivian pilot o£ the P-38, was re- 
ported in "fair" condition but still 
"not out of danger" at a hospital. 
Investigators said 
they 
will 
go 
ahead next week with their pub- 
lic inquiry into the crash, regard- 
. less of whether Rios is able to 
# testify. 


Civil 
aeronautics board repre- 
sentatives are anxious to examine 
minutely the P-38 wreckage. They 
believe it will be invaluable in help- 
ing to reconstruct the air situation 
just before the collision. From it 
they may learn how the planes 
came together and Bridoux him- 
self 
could 
give 
the 
best 
an- 
swers, it was believed, if he re- 
'covers sufficiently to make a state- 
ment. A physical appearance at the 
inquiry seemed out of the question. 
.Investigators now hope to start 
,T.iearings on Wednesday and wind 
them up in two or three days.

country, momentarily quite fight- 
ing for his life yesterday after be- 
ing told inadvertently of the ap- 
palling death toll. Later, his doc- 
tors said he recovered some of his 
will to live.

GOP Split Over U. S. Foreign 
Policy as Truman Calls for 
'Fair Deal' Plan to Fight Reds 


Washington; Nov. 4 — (/P)— A for- 
eign policy split among Republi- 
cans became more apparent today, 
even as President Truman called 
on lawmakers to enact his fair 
deal progarm as a "staunch shield" 
against communism. 


Mr. Truman told ... a 
Minnesota 
centennial exposition 'audience 
in 
St. Paul last night that the way 
to beat totalitarianism of every 
tind is to provide full education, 
health, security nnd civil rights for 
all Americans. 


In various foreign programs de- 
signed to stop the world spread Of 
communism, the Truman adminis- 
:ration has had the help of import- 
ant Republican leaders. But not all 
5f them, as was demonstrated yes- 
:erday by James S. Kemper of 
phicago, in a letter resigning 
his 


iob as treasurer of the Republican 
national committee. The letter was 
critical of the bi-partisan foreign 
jolicy. 


Kemper's resignation was .sub- 
mitted, he said, because 'Republi- 
can reserve funds had dropped be- 
low $90,000.

Kemper said he fears the pos- 
sibility of adoption here of some 
of 
the 
''socialist panaceas" 
to 
which Great Britain has resorted. 
He went on to say that he had 


Deen hampered as p_arty treasurer 
.n taking a stand oh issues when 
the GOP organization happened to 
be pursuing a different course. 
"A case in point is our so-called 


Di-partisan foreign policy," Kemp- 
er said in a letter to Guy George 
Gabrielson, GOP national 
chaiz-- 
man. 


Observing, that the policy 
"sel- 
dom has be'en bi-partisan in gene- 
sis," Kemper continued: 


'Everyone new seems pretty well 
agreed that Russian communism is 
a bad thing. And yet, as a result 
of .our so-called bi-partisan foreign 
policy, Republicans 
have 
been 
asked to shower gifts on British 
socialism — the younger sister of 
communism. 
"No one could view the British 
scene and not shudder 
at the 
thought of adopting socialist pan- 
aceas here." 
Kemper's attack on the bi-parti- 
san policy emphasized the split 
among Republicans over this issue. 
In New York state, Republican 
Senator John Foster Dulles has 
contended his defeat in a special 
senatorial election next 
Tuesday

His creed: 
"People today are confused and 
looking for something to tie their 
loyalties to. If you can show them 
the solace and personal satisfac- 
tion religion brings, you are doing 
them a favor." 


The best writers in radio write 
the programs for him at a frac- 
tion of their usual price. But he 
insists on paying them, also 
in- 
sists on paying actors on the pro- 
grams their union minimum. 


"We paid Ingrid Bergman $32 for 


for one show," Parker smiled. "On 
a commercial show she'd

ably get $3,000."

time. Most stations are glad to air 
the programs as a public service. 
The minister himself could earn 
a top salary in the field of edu- 
cational radio.

9,500 miles through

Canada, 
Nehru 
has pro- 


claimed neutrality in the cold war. 
But he has outlined strategy which 
the West seems to like although Rus- 
sia did not. 


In more than 40 public speeches 
he called for peace; said he doesn't 
like communism; said 
he 
finds 
Americans friendly and peace-lov- 
ing, and said India is willing to 
fight if aggressors imperil human 
freedom.
